and Punished for Alleged Offenses 


Washington, Jan. 5.—A severe ar 
raignm ent of the authorities who ad 
ministered martial law in West Vir 
ginia from Septerber, 1912, to June. 
1913, when the Cabin Creek and Paint 
Creek coal mine strik e troubles were 
In progress, is contained in a suit 
com mittee report made public by Sen­ 
ator Borah, a member of the senat> 
com mittee that conducted an investi­ 
gation into all phases of the West Vir 
ginia disturbances. 
The reiKirt does not bear the formal 
endorsem ent of the full senate com­ 
mittee, but 
was given 
out 
as the 
‘ statem ent of fact,” prepared by Sen­ 
ator Borah as the member charged 
with preparing that section of the re 
port bearing 
on courtm artial 
trials) 
and alleged violations of law by the 
military courts. 
' 
Senator Borah’s statem ent holds the 
military authorities, acting under the 
direction of the governor, superseded 
all constitutional courts in West Vir­ 
ginia, imposed sentences not author­ 
ized by any standing laws and took 
over all the duties of the civil courts 
of the district; and that at the time 
such martial law was being enforced 
there was no evidence the civil courts 
had been intimidated or that they 
would have failed to perform their du­ 
ties faithfully. 
The complete report of the invest!- 
gat'ng committee has not been pre­ 
pared. 
Each member of the commit­ 
tee, which Includes Senators Swan­ 
son, Shields. Martine, Borah and Ken­ 
yon, was charged with the prepara 
tion of a portion of their report. 
After briefly reviewing the incidents 
of the establishment of the martial 
law and its maintenance in the Cabin 
Creek and Paint Creek districts for 
nearly a year Senator Borah’s state­ 
m ent sets forth: 


Many Arrested and Punished. 
“T hat during the reign of martial 
law a number of individuals were ar­ 
rested, tried and convicted and sen 
tenced and punished for offm ses al­ 
leged to 
have been 
comm.tied by 
them. 
“That these parties were arrested 
upon orders issued by the military 
authorities and not by virtue of any 
w arrant issued by the civil authori­ 
ties or from the established courts of 
the state, and were put upon their 
trial, without the finding of any in­ 
dictm ent by the grand Jury, before a 
courtmartial created by the order of 
the commander-in-chief and composed 
of individuals selected by him. 
“T hat in the trial of these parties 
and in the assessing of punishments 
the court before which they were tried 
deemed itself bound alone by the or­ 
ders of the commander-ln-chief. the 
governor of the state, und in no n 
spect bound to observe the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States or the i ou­ 
st© ution or statutes of the state of 
W est Virginia. 
“That 
at the time 
these arrests 
were made and the trials and con vie- 
tlons had the civil courts were open, 
holding their terms as usual, dispos­ 
ing of cases and dispensing justice in 
the usual and ordinary manner. 
“T hat In rendering judgment and 
assessing punishment the parties were 
punished by term s of punishment in 
ex cess of the punishment provided for 
auch offenses under the laws of the 
state. 
"That no threats of violence or use 
of force was made or had been made 
against the judges or the courts at 
any time during the ex istence of the 
disturbance or the retgn of martial 
law.“

Washington, Jan. 5.—Loss of $129,- 
000,000 in two years by the unsuspect­ 
ing public through swindling opera­ 
tions carried on by use of the United 
PtateB mails has stirred the postal 
authorities 
to 
a 
drastic 
campaign 
against fraudulent schemers. 
Wholesale use of the government’s 
right to deny the mailing privilege to 
persons or iirms whose operations may 
he tainted with “get-rich-quick ” and 
ether false promises, is the weapon 
to be employed. 
An effort to stop this swindling by 
reliance 
upon 
criminal 
courts 
has 
proved ineffective, according to W. U. 
Immar, assistant attorney genera) for 
the postotiice department, whose an­ 
nual report was made public. 
“Criminal proceedings are necessari­ 
ly slow,” the report says, “and by 
means of appeals and other methods 
the ex ecution of sentences are defer­ 
red for long periods, during which the 
concerns and individuals engaged in 
such fraudulent business continue to 
reap a harvest through their fraudu­ 
lent enterprises. 
“In some instances, the penalty be­ 
ing merely a line, there was nothing 
to prevent the parties from continuing 
to conduct their schemes ex cept feur 
of fines. 
These they could easily af­ 
ford to pay in view of large revenue 
derived from the business.” 
Mr. l.amar points out that a fraud 
order Immediately cuts ofT the source 
of supply of funds upon which the 
scheme largely depends for its con­ 
tinuance and puts many prospective 
victims on their guard by reason of 
the return to them of their letters to 
such 
concerns. 
plainly 
mark ed 
"fraudulent” on the envelope. 
Postm asters throughout the country, 
the report says, daily ask for rulings 
on 
various 
lottery 
schemes 
which 
cause the departm ent no end of worry. 
Numerous 
concerns 
located 
abroad 
continue to mail their advertisements 
of foreign lotteries into the United 
States. 
Fraud 
orders were Issued 
against seventy-four such firms dur­ 
ing the year.

Statem ent Asserts Civil Courts Were 


Superseded and During the 
Reign 


of M artial Law in the Cabin Creek 


and

Persons W ere Arrested, Convicted 


and Punished for Alleged Offenses 


Washington, Jan. 5.— A severe ar 
raignment of the authorities who ad 
ministered m artial law in W est V ir 
ginia from Septerber, 1912, to June 
1913, when the Cabin Creek and Paint 
Creek coal mine strike troubles were 
in progress, is contained in a sub­ 
committee report made public by Sen 
ator Horah, a member of the senate 
committee that conducted an investi 
gation into all phases of the W est V ir­ 
ginia disturbances. 
The retort does not bear the formal 
endorsement of the full senate com 
mittee, but 
was given 
out 
as the 
‘ statement of fact,” prepared by Sen ! 
ator Borah as the member charged 
with preparing that section of the re 
port bearing 
on courtm artial 
trials 
and alleged violations of law by the 
m ilitary courts. 
Senator Borah’s statement holds the 
m ilitary authorities, acting under the 
direction of the governor, superseded 
all constitutional courts In W est V ir 
ginia, imposed sentences not author 
ized by any standing laws and took 
over all the duties of the civil courts 
of the district; and that at the time 
such m artial law was being enforced 
there was no evidence the civil courts 
had 
been intimidated or 
that they 
would have failed to perform their du 
ties faithfully. 
The complete report of the invest! 
gating committee has not been pre 
pared. 
Each member of the commit 
tee, which includes Senators Swan 
son, Shields. M artins, Borah and Ken­ 
yon, was charged with the prepara 
tion of a portion of their report. 
After briefly reviewing the incidents 
of the establishment of the martial 
law' and its maintenance in the Cabin 
Creek and Pain t Creek districts for 
nearly a year Senator Borah’s state­ 
ment sets forth: 


Many Arrested and Punished. 


“ That during the reign of martial 
law a number of individuals were ar­ 
rested, tried and convicted and sen 
fenced and punished for offenses al­ 
leged to 
have been 
committed by 
them. 
“ That these parties were arrested 
upon orders issued by the m ilitary 
authorities and not by virtue of any 
w arrant issued by the civil authori­ 
ties or from the established courts of 
the state, and were put upon their 
trial, without the finding of any in­ 
dictment by the grand jury, before a 
courtm artial created by the order of 
the commander-in-chief and composed 
of individuals selected by him. 
"T h at in the trial of these parties 
and in the assessing of punishments 
the court before which they were tried 
deemed itself bound alone by the or­ 
ders of the commander-in-chief, the 
governor of the state, and in no re­ 
spect bound to observe the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States or the con­ 
stitution or statutes of the state of 
W est Virginia. 
“ That 
at the time 
these arrests 
were made and the trials and convic­ 
tions had the civil courts were open, 
holding their terms as usual, dispos­ 
ing of cases and dispensing justice in 
the usual and ordinary manner. 
“ That in rendering judgment and 
assessing punishment the parties were 
punished by terms of punishment in 
excess of the punishment provided for 
such offenses under the laws of the 
state. 
“ That no threats of violence or use 
of force was made or had been made 
against the judges or the courts at 
any time during the existence of the 
disturbance or the reign of m artial 
law .”

W holesale use of the government's 
right to deny the m ailing privilege to 
persons or firms whose operations may 
be tainted with “ get-rich-quick" and 
other false promises, is the weapon 
to be employed. 
An effort to stop this swindling by 
reliance 
upon 
crim inal 
courts 
has 
proved ineffective, according to W . II. 
Lam ar, assistant attorney general for 
the postoffice department, whose an­ 
nual report was made public. 
“ Crim inal proceedings are necessari­ 
ly slow,” the report says, “ and by 
means of appeals and other methods 
the execution of sentences are defer­ 
red for long periods, during which the 
concerns and individuals engaged in 
such fraudulent business continue to 
reap a harvest through their fraudu­ 
lent enterprises. 
“ In some instances, the penalty be­ 
ing merely a fine, there was nothing 
to prevent the parties from continuing 
to conduct their schemes except fear 
of fines. 
These they could easily af­ 
ford to pay in view of large revenue 
derived from the business.” 
Mr. I^amar points out that a fraud 
order immediately cuts off the source 
of supply of funds upon which the 
scheme largely depends for its con­ 
tinuance and puts many prospective 
victim s on their guard by reason of 
the return to them of their letters to 
such 
concerns, 
plainly 
marked 
“ fraudulent” on the envelope. 
Postmasters throughout the country, 
the report says, daily ask for rulings

schemes

cause the department no end of worry. 
Numerous 
concerns

abroad 
continue to mail their advertisements 
of foreign lotteries into the United 
States.
